with warm milk and water in which 
a pinch of boracic acid powder or car 
bonate of soda has been dissolved. 
Another method very similar may be 
used for the arms and bands, and is a 
useful treatment just before going to a 
party. The arms and hands should first 
be rubbed with almond oil, then with 
a little carbonate of soda and after- 
ward with almond soap. A good rins- 
ing with warm water should follow, 


rub them with a mixture of rosewater 
and almond oll, removing all traces of 
the grease.

Many girls may like to try this treat- 
ment for whitening the neck, shoulders 
and arms, Sponge them with tepid soft 
water, wipe them (thoroughly dry with 
a warm, soft towel and then sponge 
them with a solution composed of equal 
parts of rosewater and glycerin.

‘Goce Through Forty-two Proossses Be- 
fore it Reaches ite Final State 

Most of us are sfamiliar with’ the 
silvery little sardines as they come to 
the table nestling fm their bed of olive- 
oil, arid ‘it fs interesting to follow the 
various processes through which they 
are put before they reach our homes, 
Amidst the magnificent scenery of the 
Norweslan const, in tre ice-cold wae 
ters of the picturesqué fiords, are the 
feeding beds of the sardine, During

ons. From faraway Stavanger come 
these fishermen. racing over the wa- 
ter in motor-boats. With wonderful 
quickness and precision ‘inimense 
numbers of \the fish are surrotntted 
by strong nets, and their doom is 
sealed,. Slowly but surely the nets 
draw closer and closer, the heaving, 
glittering’ mass becomes more com- 
‘pact, and in°a compartively short 
Bpace of time the ice-boxes brought 
for the purpose are filled with fish 
and hurried away to town. 

At Stavanger—originally a small 
fishing village, but now the céntre of 
the Norwegian canning industty—all 
is bustle and excitement on the. arriv- 
al of the little launches. After soak- 
ing for twenty minutes or so in strong 
brine, the fish are taken to the sort- 
ing rooms to .be graded according to 
size and preparaed for the curing- 
chanibers,. Hundreds of comely Nor- 
wegian girls, in their neat, yet pletur, 
esque garb, bright and fresh-looking 
in their snow-white caps and aprons, 
dexteriously thread the fish on long 
wires, which, when full are’ placed 
across wooden frames and hurried 
away to the curing-rooms. In the 
reoms where tha fish are dried and. 
cured small fires of oak-bark are kept 
_| burning continuously, throwing off a 
rich, fragrant odor, which permeates 
into every corner of the chamber. The 
trays are hung on frames in every part 
of the room, and in the space of about 
tem minutes the bright glitter of the 
silver fish is changed to a dull bronze 
as they are cured by the atmosphere 
of the room. As soon as the curing is 
completed they are hurried off to an- 
other, roomful of busy girls on. the 
canning floors. , 

Here heads, tails and fins are re- 
moved in the twinkling of an eye, and 
the little fish are packed carefully and 
neatly.in tins placed ready to recive 
them, Each tiny so soon as it ‘con- 
tains sufficient fish, is filled up with 
pure 6ljve oil, the purest of fourteen 
grades. Then the tap is placed in posi- 
tion réady to be “sptin-on", as the 
process for fixing is termed, - When 
the tins are ready for this. operation 
they are taken to the machine-rooms, 
where ingeniots machinefy, with woh- 
derfully precision and rapidity, herm-
